Positive Measure If 


Correctly Approached 


The faculty evaluation program proposed by 
Laurels will add a new dimension to the currently 
incomplete process of assessing the contributions of 
professors to their classes. The responsibility of each 
teacher to his department head, and in tum their 
responsibility to their Deans is undeniable, but 1 
represents only one side of the picture. The students 
can compkete this picture with their evaluation. 

Responsible students are the only ones who 
truly realize what they should be getting from their 
courses, and after spending three hours per week 
with a teacher, are best able to indicate whether or 
not the professor has assumed his proper responst- 
bility. 

We hope the faculty will recognize the program 
as a constructive step in elevating the educ jonal 
level of the University. Only with their cooperation 
can the program be successful. 

The decision not to publish the results of these 
studies was the first of what we hope will be a succes- 
sion of responsible acts in carrying out the program. 
Although Laurels was forced to abandon this op- 
portunity to raise funds, the program will still make 
an immeasurable contribution to the campus com- 
munity. 

Special attentioin was given to this subject at 
the 48th meeting of the American Council on Edu- 
cation. At this gathering of over one thousand col- 
lege and university presidents, Dr. Horn voiced sup- 
port of such a measure saying “Today’s student needs 
to be brought directly into curriculum considera- 
tion in order that his education becomes relevant 
to his personal needs. I find that it is extremely dif- 
ficult to have an effective course critique made by 
faculty members who actually teach the courses that 
are considered.” 

Frederick G, Burkhardt, president of the Ameri- 
can Council of Learned Societies, told those attend- 
ing the conference that “Students are capable of 
intelligent and responsible judgments about teaching 
and can be of enormous assistance to & teacher in 
improving the effectiveness of his instruction.” These 
ideas received support from educators throughout 
the country. 

In order for this program to fulfill its purpose 
as a service to both faculty and students, it is neces- 
sary that the selected evaluators represent an aca- 
demically and socially diversified group of students, 

If the evaluation process becomes the organ of 
an unrepresentative few, their conclusions cannot 
help but be inaccurate. Mhis can only result in alien- 
ating those whose support is needed to effectively 
institute the program.
